There  has  been  no  major  outbreak  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year,  and  the  low  incidence  of  diphtheria  is  indicative  of  the  benefit  of 
active  immunisation. 

Infectious  disease  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  the 
Northallerton  Isolation  Hospital. 

Water  Supplies. 

These  continue  as  in  previous  reports.  Five  villages  have  a 
piped  supply,  viz  :  Romanby,  Brompton,  Osmotherley,  West  Rounton 
and  Nether  Silton.  The  quality  of  the  water  in  these  supplies  is 
reasonably  satisfactory  but  shortages  occur  from  time  to  time. 

All  the  remaining  villages  depend  upon  shallow  wells  and  the 
position  is  neither  satisfactory  on  considerations  of  purity  or  adequacy. 

Work  has  now  commenced  on  the  new  Northallerton  and  District 
headworks  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  early  start  might  be  made  on  the 
Rural  District  Council’s  distribution  scheme  which  will  ultimately 
furnish  water  supplies  to  every  village  in  the  Council’s  area  and  very 
many  farms. 

Milk. 

Your  area  is  primarily  agricultural,  and  one  of  its  chief  products 
is  milk. 

At  31st  October,  1949,  there  were  400  registered  milk  producers 
in  the  area  with  a  total  of  488  cowsheds.  As  from  the  31st  October, 
the  supervision  of  milk  production  passed  to  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
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ture  and  Fisheries,  and  from  that  date  your  Council  are  only  responsible 
for  matters  respecting  milk  after  same  leaves  the  farm,  and  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  is  now  engaged  in  the  checking  up  on  the  retail 
distribution  of  milk. 

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  your  area,  but  there 
are  five  registered  dealers. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

The  slaughter  of  animals  intended  for  human  consumption  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  centralised  in  Northallerton.  Your  Sanitary  Inspector 
has  undertaken  the  work  of  inspection  when  the  Urban  officer  has  been 
on  holiday. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

These  are  satisfactory.  Details  are  appended  in  the  Report  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

This  is  organised  and  supervised  by  the  Surveyor,  Mr.  Temple- 
man.  The  systematic  collection  of  refuse  from  every  village  in  the 
District  is  undertaken.  Few  complaints  come  to  my  notice,  but  I  am 
informed  by  the  Surveyor  that  the  collection  staff  are  hard-pressed  to 
keep  schedule,  and  this  is,  no  doubt,  understandable  as  new  houses  are 
continually  added  to  the  rota. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

All  the  villages  with  the  exception  of  Osmotherley  which  possesses 
a  modern  continuous-flow  sewage  works,  have  sewers  and  settling 
tanks.  I  must  repeat  the  advice  given  by  my  predecessor  in  last  year’s 
Report,  i.e.y  that  having  regard  to  the  possibility  of  general  piped  water 
supplies  throughout  the  area  within  the  next  few  years,  the  Council 
should  programme  for  the  provision  of  proper  sewage  disposal  plants. 

It  must  be  a  matter  of  gratification  to  members  of  the  Council — as 
it  is  indeed  to  your  Officers — to  know  at  the  time  of  presenting  this 
Report  that  work  is  actively  proceeding  on  the  construction  of  sewers 
and  sewage  works  for  the  Parishes  of  Brompton  and  Romanby  in 
combination. 

Diphtheria.  Immunisation. 

Schools  are  visited  and  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria. 
Children  under  5  years  of  age  are  immunised  at  Welfare  Centres. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  water  in  the  streams  within  your  area  is  generally  fit  for 
watering  stock,  but  on  the  whole  is  unsuitable  for  human  consumption 
and  dairy  use. 

A  great  improvement  in  the  purity  of  the  streams  will  take  place 
when  proper  sewage  disposal  units  are  constructed  for  the  various 
villages. 

It  is  my  duty  to  direct  the  Council’s  attention  to  the  following 
matters  which  should  receive  urgent  attention  : — 

Housing. 

In  the  village  of  Thrintoft  there  is  a  high  proportion  of  unfit  houses 
and  at  least  six  dwellings  are  in  a  very  decayed  and  insanitary  condition. 
These  six  houses  are  incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  for  human  habita¬ 
tion  at  a  reasonable  cost  and,  in  fact,  were  condemned  by  the  Council 
before  the  outbreak  of  the  late  war.  It  is  my  duty  to  ask  the  Council 
to  make  provision  out  of  their  next  Housing  allocation,  for  the  erection 
of  houses  at  Thrintoft,  so  that  the  tenants  might  be  re-housed  and  the 
old  cottages  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act. 

Privies  and  Ashpits. 

In  the  village  of  Brompton  there  are  very  many  of  these  objection¬ 
able  and  insanitary  installations,  and  to  a  much  lesser  extent  in  the 
villages  of  Romanby  and  Osmotherley.  Your  Sanitary  Officers  will 
endeavour  by  the  means  within  their  power,  to  obtain  conversions  to 
the  water  carriage  system,  but  I  am  afraid  that  conversions  can  only 
continue  to  take  place  at  a  reduced  rate  until  some  form  of  assisted 
scheme  is  approved  by  the  Council  as  provided  for  in  the  Public 
Health  Act  1936.

Streams  at  Thrintoft  and  East  Cowton  have  been  cleansed  during 
the  year.  That  section  of  Brompton  Beck  at  the  Water  End  should  be 
cleansed  annually  instead  of  at  sporadic  intervals. 
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Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  employ  a  part-time  Rodent  Operator. 

The  Refuse  Tip  on  Yafforth  Road  and  the  sewers  and  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Osmotherley  and  Romanby  were  treated  twice 
during  the  year. 

Water  Supplies. 

These  remain  as  hitherto.  No  complaints  now  arise  from  Bromp- 
ton  as  the  ne\y  main  laid  by  the  Statutory  Undertakers  provides  ample 
pressure  and  supply.  Final  approval  is  still  awaited  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  regarding  the  Council’s  Service  Reservoirs  and  Distribution 
Scheme.

The  Council  operate  two  Karrier  refuse  vehicles,  one  10  Cubic 
Yards  capacity  and  the  other  7  Cubic  Yards  capacity.  Each  village 
in  the  Rural  Area  is  served  by  the  vehicles.  The  service  in  the  past 
has  worked  relatively  well  and  few  complaints  have  arisen.  I  must 
draw  the  Council’s  attention,  however,  to  the  fact  that  new  properties 
have  been,  and  continue  to  be,  erected  since  the  service  was  first 
planned,  and  this  factor  along  with  improved  service  conditions  for  the 
men,  e.g.  holidays,  etc.,  will,  I  think,  sooner  of  later,  oblige  the  Council 
to  review  the  number  of  men  and  vehicles  necessary  to  provide  an 
adequate  and  complaint-free  service.

There  are  5  dealers  in  Icecream  registered  by  the  Council

turers  and  with  one  exception  at  Brompton,  all  sell  a  pre-packed 
product. 

The  dealer  at  Brompton  receives  bulk  icecream  from  a  Manufac¬ 
turer  in  Northallerton  Urban  District.  Conditions  are  satisfactory 
and  the  Regulations  observed.

The  slaughter  of  animals  for  human  consumption  is  centralised 
in  Northallerton.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year,  the  settling  tanks  were  pumped  off  in  the  Parishes 
of  Ainderby  Steeple,  Morton-on-Swale,  Thrintoft,  Yafforth,  Danby 
Wiske,  East  Cowton,  Great  Smeaton,  Hornby,  Appleton  Wiske 
Welbury  and  Borrowby. 

The  tanks  in  Brompton  were  pumped  off  and  cleaned  twice 
during  the  year. 
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New  sewers  and  disposal  units  are  required  in  the  Parishes  of 
Nether  Silton,  Thrintoft  and  East  Cowton. 

A  programme  should  be  adopted  for  the  laying  down  of  sewage 
works  throughout  the  Rural  area,  so  that  the  sanitation  problems 
which  will  follow  the  advent  of  the  piped  water  grid  are  considered 
with  a  proper  sense  of  anticipation  and  orderly  steps  taken  to  deal  with 
same. 

A  tender  has  been  accepted  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  Brompton 
and  Romanby  sewerage  scheme  and  work  will  commence  early  in  1950.
